We turn Bbiae today to consider as 
the Easter lesron a well-known event 
In connection with the Eeveial appi ar- 
ances of our Lord after his resurrec- 
tion; one of the many infalllblo 
proofs, Acts 1:.'!; I Cor. 1.'>:I. The 
narrativo of this Journey |;» one of 
the most beautiful post resurrection 
stories, simple, clear and of great 
value. It is related, evidently, by nn 
eye witnaaa. Tha Cleopaa mentioned 
Is not the son ot Mary, John 19125. 
The name of tne aeeond pilgrim ia but 
a conjecture^ thottgh we somehow teal 
It was Luke himself. The journey 
was about seven and one-halt miles 
and most likely ttiey were retuminB 
to their homes after the Passover, 
Romewliero on the way a stranger 
Joined tlieni who csked the nature of 
i tl\i ir ( (inverpalion, and the cause ot 
tlii'lr evident sailnesB (v. 17). In 
J astonishment, Cleopas anuwers, but 
the stranger continuea and adroitly 
drawa out Urair antlra atory. 

Intaraatlng Progression. 

I. Their Disappointment, vv. i3-24. 
It is all too evident that they did not 
exj>ect a resurrection and that. tllUd 
with perplexity and discouragement 
they were on tha verge of despair. It 
Is intaraatlng la thia lesson to observe 
the prograaslon (1) "aad they Ulkad" 
V. 14; (S) "and they found not" v. 
S3; (I) "and they saw not." v. S4: 
(4) "and they constrained him," ▼. 
39; It) "and they knew him," v. 31: 
v6) "and they said . . . the Lord 
Ib risen," vv. 32, :?4; (7) "and they 
told," v. 34. As thoy "talked " It was 
revealed that their loving hearts were 
I full of sa.liK'ss and eniiity of faith, yet 
I to talk Is often the only way to Und 
relief from tho gnawing of grief, 
riure seem (v. }6 R. V ) to have 
been two opinions and la their slow- 
neas of heart and unbaltat they did 
not recdSaisa their new companion. Ia 
respoBsa to bla Query they told how 
thla Jeena had been dallvarad, eoa- 
damned, erueifled. and then revealed 
that this waa to them the end of all 
things, for said they, "We had hoped 
that it was he." Are wo willing he 
should have part in our every conver- 
sation'' Continuing they told the 
amazing tale related by the women 
and, moreover that their statenniit 
of an empty tomb had been verified 
by certain women who had gone to In- 
v»8tigate, but. Iti conclusion, they 
again reverted to their sadness by 
saying "They found his body" and 
moreover, "Him they saw not." Such 
mjratary, ancb dlsappointmaat waa too 
great. 6till there waa a trace of faith 
remalniBf la that he waa still to 
them "a prophet mighty ia word and 
deed," but he waa not Christ the son 
of the living Ood.* The trouble was 
they were expecting a man (v 21), 
and to remove the man meant to re- 
move all hope His death was a mys- 
tery and not iwcessarily a part of the 
work of redemption and tliereliy a 
pr«of of his being the Redeemer of 
Israel. They must have remembered 
his words (v. 21), yet three days are 
now past and still they had not seen 
him. The report of the women was 
to them only an 'idle tale (Luke 
24:11). still it waa inoomprehanaible 
that "Him they found not" 
Cause of Sadness. 

II. His Appointment, vv. 25-35. 
Evidently the Journey was continued 
and ha gently rebukes them for their 
siowneaa of heart to baliava the rec- 
ord of their own prophata. AU sad- 
ness, practically, arlsea from unbe- 
lief in the Word of Ood. Phil. 4:6. 7; 
Rom. 8:S8-S>. Ha interpreted to them 
the true Messianic teaching ot their 
own scriptures. He charges them with 
folly not to believe "all" of the record 
(v 20). True wlsiloni la not that Of 
skepticism which cuts out portions 
of the wold, but. according to Jesus, 
It consists In believing all of tho 
Scriptures. At last they reach Ein- 
mauB, still, let us remember, not 
knowing who it is walking with them. 
The rtiad beyond was dangerous and 
"thay eonatrained him" to accept their 
hospitality. Aa ha aat at tha table 
partaking ot tha ordlaary evening 
meal, be asaumad tha place ot the 
host took the bread, blessed It ibd 
broke It. Instantly those old familiar 
acts and words revealed to them who 
It was that had walked by the way. In 
that moment they knew hlin. and Im- 
mediately he vanished. As oiu' awak- 
ening from a dream tlicv seeiii to 
have had a vague realization and to 
have known nothing of any tear, but 
now with a new gladness In their 
hearts at the verity and reality of 
thlnga they hastened back to Jerusa- 
lem, whara "thay told what things 
ware dona la tha way aad bow ha 
waa kaowa ot tham la b r aa klw t 
bread." v. SB. ' 

III. Taaahing Peliita. Tbia aarra- 
tlva la BO tall ot teaching aad yet 
4o dear and simple that it ia hard to 
suggest any ordinary deduatloaa 
therefrom. The story does, however, 
reveal the Interest of the rlse^ Lord 
in the doubt of these two disciples. 
That they were probably not of the 
twelve Is evident by the fact that 
when they returned to Jerusalem tbey 
found the eleven assembled iv 33). 
•Thus we see him going to those out- 
side of that Inner circle, also, two who 
loved him aaaklag a eolation ot tba 
aqratary aad consolation for their aad 
haarta. first hiding his ideaUty. he 
draw from then their story. He 
thea took them ba«k to thair Scrip- 
tares, with which thay muM have 
baan familiar, aad ravaaM to tfeaa 
that tbia avatoiT was aooordlac ta 
thaaa holy wfWaaa.

THE KENTUCKY BLACKBERRY. 

Commissioner Newman, of the State Department 
of Agriculture, Labor and Statistics, recently made 
the prediction that Kentucky would some day he 
t'ttinous ns a producer of blaokherries. "No place in 
the world," he said, "grows blackberries like 
Kentucky." | * ^ 

The blackberries is indigenous to Kentucky soil. 
Probably there is no place wJum-c it JsMows in greater 
profusion. The plants spring \t]> in unexpected 
places and they multiply rapidly. The native black- 
berrj' grows anywhere and everywliere, and is inar- 
velously prolific. On this account not much atten- 
tion haa been paid to ita cultivation, though it re- 
apbnds handsomely to careful tending. 

It would be impossible to produce better black- 
berries, so far as quality and general utility are 
eoneemad, than can be grown in Kentucky. It may 
be that there are localities where bigi^' p berries arc 
produced, but certainly thev.- is no place where 
better onea are grown, in this respect the sit- 
uation ia the aune as with regard to strawberries. 
The simple truth is that Kentucky is a pn-at li. riy. 
State, but its greatness lies more in its prospects 
-than in its addevftments. Kentucky strawberries 
invariably find ready sale in the big city markets, 
and blackbfMiies, if tlii\v wwv m'own aS a eoiii- 
mercial proposition, quite us readily would lind 
favor. 

Really the Kentucky blackberry hiis never had a 
fair show. It is the most cominon ul' all the small 
fruits and berries. It has been aptly culled "the 
poor man's fruit," and because of its very abun 
dance it has not received the < >ii:sid. -ration that it 
deserved. It is the one luxury in the fruit line that 
kM bean in reach of the masses, growing in tlie 
fields, in the woods, in the fence corners, along the 
streams, on the hills and in the vallty.? — in acme lo- 
calities almost as omnipresent as grass itself. The 
praaenee of the plant haa been so general that it is 
often regarded as a pest and "i.rier-eutting" in u 
part of the yearly agricultural porformanee in 
many sections of the State. 

' If the blaekberry were a rare fruit ita price 

would be above rubies or diamonds in the mine. 
Here in Kentucky where' the crop is as certain ns 
death and taxes, it sometimes find.s a slow sale in 
the village niarketa at ten cents a bucketful. Ken- 
tucky ought to develop the blackberry and mak" 
money and fame out of it.— Courier-Jouinal.
